(Passed  the  llth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1903.) 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly 
as  follows: 

1.  Murray  Dodd,  Walter  Crowe,  Joseph  A.  Gillies, 
H.  Ernest  Kendall,  Cornelius  Shields,  George  H. 
Duggan,  John  H.  Means,  Henry  A.  Nicholson, 
Alexander  Dick,  Edgar  W.  Moseley,  Howard  S.  Ross, 
W.  Harold  Covert,  E.  Le  Roi  Willis,  Henry  H. 
McDougall,  and  John  I.  Robinson  and  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  or 
shall  become  members  of  the  Club  hereby  incorporated, 
according  to  the  rules  and  bye-laws  thereof,  are  hereby 
created  and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  "The  Royal  Cape  Breton  Yacht  Club." 

2.  The  corporation  may  purchase,  own,  take,  hold, 
lease,  rent  and  enjoy  real  estate  in  the  Town  of  Sydney, 
or  at  any  other  point  in  the  County  of  Cape  Breton,  to 
the  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  mortgage, 
sell,  lease,  rent,  assign  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  in  the  interests  of  the 
corporation. 

3.  The  general  administration  Of  the  affairs  of  Club 
shall  be  vested  in  an  executive  committee  that  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  of  the  Club  in  accordance 
with  its  bye-laws. 

4.  The  Club  shall  have  and  possess  the  power  to 
make  or  become  parties  to  promissory  notes,  bills  of 
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exchange  and  negotiable  paper  made,  drawn,  accepted 
or  indorsed  or  otherwise  executed  in  accordance  with 
any  bye-law  of  the  Club  made  in  that  behalf,  and  every 
such  instrument  executed  as  aforesaid  shall  in  no  case 
require  the  seal  of  the  Club  to  be  affixed,  and  no  officer 
of  the  Club  so  making,  or  drawing,  or  accepting,  or 
endorsing  anv  such  instrument  for  the  Club,  shall  be 
individually  liable  thereupon. 

5.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  affix  the  seal  of  the 
Club  to  any  of  its  acts  or  contracts,  except  its  convey- 
ance and  mortgages  of  lands,  bonds  and  debentures. 
The  persons  named  in  the  first  sections  of  this  act  are 
constituted  a  provisional  executive  of  che  Club  and  shall 
hold  office  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws. 

6.  For  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  the  Club,  the 
Club  is  hereby  empowered  from  time  to  time,  under  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  club,  which  are 
represented  in  person  at  a  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose,  or  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Ck  b  to  issue 
at  one  or  more  times,  or  in  one  cr  more  series,  its 
bonds  or  debentures  under  its  seal  and  signed  by  its 
commodore  or  other  author'zed  officer  and  counter- 
signed by  its  treasurer;  and  such  bonds  or  debentures 
may  be  made  payable  at  such  times  in  such  places  in 
Nova  Scotia,  and  bear  interest  at  such  rate  per  annum 
and  such  bonds  and  debentures  shall  entitle  the  holders 
to  such  priorities  and  privileges,  and  may  be  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  Club  may  at  such  meeting  decide; 
and  such  debentures  shall,  subject  to  prior  encum- 
brances previously  registered,  be  a  first  charge  upon  all 
the  real  and  personal  property  and  income  of  the  Club 
until  discharged  by  payment.  The  Club  shall  have 
power  through  its  Commodore  and  Treasurer  to  execute 
a  mortgage  of  its  property  to  secure  payment  of  said 
debentures  and  interest  there 3n.  The  executive  of  the 
Club  are,  in  addition  to  the  other  powers  conferred 
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upon  them  by  this  Act,  hereby  authorized  to  pledge  or 
sell  upon  the  best  terms  they  may  be  able  to  obtain 
any  such  bonds  and  debentures. 

7.  The  amount  of  the  bonds  and  debentures  issued 
as  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  $50,000. 

8.  The  Corporation  is  empowered  to  sue  for  and 
collect  all  entrance  fees,  subscriptions,  assessments  and 
all  other  accounts  and  moneys  that  may  become  due 
the  Club,  and  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  the 
time  fixed  by  and  according  to  the  terms  of  the  bye-laws 
of  the  Club;  and  the  different  committees  of  the  Club 
shall  have  full  power  to  enforce  and  carry  into  effect 
all  the  bye-laws  and  regulations  of  the  Club,  and  shall 
enforce  the  same  when  required  in  the  manner  directed 
in  said  bye-laws  and  regulations. 

9.  The  Club  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make 
bye-laws,  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  its  objects, 
purposes  and  aims,  and  for  the  conduct  and  management 
of  its  affairs,  and  for  any  purpose  incidental  hereto,  and 
all  bye-laws  made  in  accordance  with  this  Act  and  not 
contrary  to  any  laws  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
shall,  when  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  have 
the  force  of  law  until  repealed. 

10.  The  Club  shall  have  a  Corporate  Seal,  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  by  its  Commodore  and 
Treasurer  to  make  and  execute  any  deed,  lease,  mort- 
gage or  other  conveyance  of  the  real  and  personal  estate 
held  by  the  Club  containing  the  usual  covenants  con- 
tained in  such  instruments. 

11.  Any  member  resigning  from  the  Club  or  for  any 
reason  by  death,  expulsion  or  otherwise  ceasing  to  be  a 
member  thereof,  shall  "ipso  facto"  forfeit  all  interest 
therein  or  in  or  to  the  property  or  asiets  of  the  Club.

(i.)    number  of  members. 

The  Royal  Cape  Breton  Yacht  Club 
shal]  consist  of  not  more  than  150  members, 
exclusive  of  honorary,  privileged  and  associate 
members,  but  such  number  may  be  enlarged 
at  any  general  meeting  or  any  special  meeting 
called  for  tliat  purpose. 

(II.)     ANNUAL  MEETING. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club  on  the  second  Saturday  in  January  in 
each  year  for  the  election  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  at  which  meeting  an  abstract  of 
the  accounts,  duly  audited,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted and  also  a  report  by  the  Executive 
Committee  on  the  general  concerns  of  the 
Club.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
power  at  all  times  to  convene  an  extraordi- 
nary meeting  of  the  Club  on  giving  seven 
days'  notice,  to  be  posted  during  that  period 
in  the  public  rooms  of  the  Club,  specifying 
the  objects  of  such  meeting,  and  at  such  ex- 
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traordinary  meet  in  g  no  objects  shall  be  dis- 
cussed beyond  those  specified  in  the  notice. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  call  an 
extraordinary  meeting,  givuig  seven  days' 
notice  thereof,  and  under  similar  restrictions, 
on  the  written  requisition  of  twenty  mem- 
bers of  the  Club,  not  being  of  the  Committee, 
who  shall  state  distinctly  the  object  of  such 
meeting. 

(in.)     NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

At  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  annual 
meeting  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  shall 
be  called  to  elect  a  Committee  of  five,  which 
shall  be  called  the  ''Nominating  Committee." 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  nominate  fifteen  members  to  be 
put  up  for  election  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. They  shall  prepare  a  list  of  such  names 
and  return  same  to  the  Secretary  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting. 
The  Secretary  shall  thereupon  post  a  list  of 
such  names  in  the  Club.  In  addition  to  such 
list  any  two  members  of  the  Club  can  nomin- 
ate a  member  for  the  Executive  Committee. 
All  nominations  must  be  handed  in  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  five  days  before  the  date  of 
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the  annual  meeting  and  immediately  upon 
the  closing  of  nominations,  the  Secretary 
shall  post  in  the  Club  all  the  names  put  in 
nomination.  All  nominations  must  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  nominee  before  being  tinally 
posted.  No  member  other  than  those  sub- 
mitted by  the  nominating  Committee  and 
those  named  by  any  two  members  as  above 
mentioned  will  be  eligible  for  election  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(IV.)     EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of 
tifteen  members  to  be  elected  by  ballot. 
They  shall  all  retire  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing after  election,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election.  Any  vacancy  upon  the  Executive 
Committee  during  the  year  may  be  filled  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Any 
person  appointed  by  the  Committee  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  shall  hold  office  until  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

(v.)  POWERS  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  in 
their    charge   and   control  the  government 
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and  adnnnistration  of  the  policy  and  finances 
of  the  Club  Five  of  the  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  A.  majority  shall  decide  any  ques- 
tion. The  person  in  the  chair  shall  have  a 
casting  vote  in  addition  to  his  own  vote  as 
Committeeman.  The  Executive  Committee 
shall  appoint  a  competent  person  to  be  a 
Secretary- Treasurer  of  the  Committee.  Such 
Secretary-Treasurer  shall  not  be  required  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Club.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  as  are 
necessary  in  their  judgment  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club,  and 
particularly, 

(a)  A  House  Committee  which  shall  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  ihe  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  which  shall,  subject  to  the  action 
of"  the  Executive  Committee,  administer 
generally  the  affairs  of  the  Club,  fix  the  tariff 
of  prices  and  charges,  arrange  modes  of 
payments  and  checks,  and  make  rules  for  the 
billiard  room  and  card  rooms,  and  other  parts 
of  the  Club  premises,  except  the  Club  boat 
house  and  Club  wharf,  and  generally  from 
time  to  time  to  make  such  regulations  (con- 
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sistent  with  these  rules),  as  they  shall  think 
necessary  for  the  w^ell  being  of  the  Club. 

(b)  A  Sailing  Committee  which  shall  con- 
sist of  two  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  three  members  to  be  chosen  by 
representatives  of  each  j^acht  enrolled  on  the 
Club's  register,  each  yacht  entitled  to  one 
vote.  Members  of  the  Executive  shall  be 
eligible  to  election  by  yacht  representatives. 
A  meeting  of  yacht  representatives  shall  be 
convened  bj^  the  Club  Secretary  on  the  third 
Saturday  in  January,  for  the  purpose  of  such 
election,  and  notice  in  writing  of  such  meet- 
ing shall  be  sent  to  the  registered  owner  of 
each  yacht.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Sailing:  Committee  to  arrano^e  all  races  and 
regattas,  make  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  racing 
rules  of  the  Club,  award  all  prizes  and  decide 
all  protests.  They  shall  also  have  charge  of 
the  Club  wharf  and  the  Club  boat  house  and 
shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  tariff  of 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  same.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  two  official  measurers 
who  shall  be  ''ex  officio"  members  of  the 
Sailing  Committee,  and  to  cause  all  yachts 
entering  the  races  of  the  Club  to  be  measured, 
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and  the  Secretary  shall  make  a  record  of  the 
same.  The  Sailing  Committee  shall  appoint 
the  courses,  time  of  start,  time  limit,  and 
officers  of  the  day  for  each  race,  and  shall 
submit  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  approval  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
May  in  each  year,  and  such  programme  when 
adopted  shall  be  printed  and  a  copy  given  to 
each  member. 

(c)  A  Membership  Committee, which  shall 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Membership  Committee 
shall  organzie  hy  the  election  of  a  chairman, 
and  shall  hold  meetings  from  time  to  time  as 
necessary.  The  Membership  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  reject  any  application  for 
membership  for  reasons  that  may  in  their 
judgment  justify  such  a  course.  No  member 
of  the  Committee  shall  propose  or  second  a 
candidate  for  membership.  No  business  shall 
ba  transacted  unless  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  present  and  a  majority  present  shall 
govern. 

(VL)  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Royal  Cape  Breton 
Yacht  Club  shall  consist  of  a  Commodore, 
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Vice-Commodore,  Rear-Commodore  and  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. The  Commodore,  Vice- 
Commodore  and  Rear-Commodore  shall  be 
elected  b^^  the  Executive  Committee  by  ballot 
from  their  number. 

(VII.)  COMMODORE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commodore  to 
take  command  of  the  squadron,  and  to  preside 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(VIII.)  VICE-COMMODORE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Commodore 
to  assist  the  Commodore  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  and  to  officiate  in  his  absence. 

(IX.)  REAR-COMMODORE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rear-Commodore 
to  assist  the  Commodore  and  Vice-C^om- 
modore  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and 
to  officiate  in  their  absence. 

(X.)  SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  to  keep  a  true  record  of  the  pro- 
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ceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Club  with  the 
names  of  the  members  present  thereat  in  a 
book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

(b)  To  keep  a  correct  roll  of  all  members. 

(c)  To  notify  every  member  elect  of  his 
election  and  upon  his  becoming  a  member  to 
furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  charter  and 
bye-laws  of  the  Club. 

(d)  To  notify  each  member  of  every 
special,  general  and  adjourned  meeting  of  the 
Club. 

(e)  To  file  all  documents,  records,  reports 
and  communications  connected  with  the 
business  of  the  ('lub. 

(f)  To  keep  a  correct  list  of  the  names, 
measurement,  ownership  and  rig  of  all  yachts 
enrolled  in  the  squadron,  and  also  a  record  of 
all  races  sailed  by  the  Club. 

(g)  To  provide  all  printed  matter  required 
b\^  these  rules. 

(h)  In  case  of  inability  to  attend  a  meet- 
ing, he  shall  cause  the  books  and  papers  to  be 
conveyed  to  the  place  of  meeting. 
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(i)  The  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  '^ex  officio"  Secretary  of  the 
House  and  Saiiing  Committees. 

( j)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  to  collect  all  dues  and  assessments, 
and  to  pay  all  bills  contracted  by  the  Club 
and  passed  b^  the  Executive  Committee, 
keeping  correct  account  of  the  same  in  books 
to  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

(k)  He  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  at  each  monthly  meeting, 
of  the  amount  of  money  in  his  hands  and  at 
any  time  v^hen  requested  by  the  Commodore  so 
to  do  ;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Januarj^, 
he  shall  furnish  a  statement  of  all  his  receipts 
and  disbursements. 

(XI  )  MEMBERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION. 

Each  candidate  for  admission  shall  be  pro- 
posed by  one  member  and  seconded  bj^  another. 
The  candidate's  name  and  residence  shall  be 
inserted  at  the  time  of  proposal  in  the  book 
of  candidates  and  signed  by  the  proposer  and 
seconder.  The  candidate's  name,  with  those 
of  his  proposer  and  seconder,  shall  be  posted 
in  the  Club  for  a  period  of  fourteen  days 
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previous  to  election.  Any  objection  to  the 
election  of  a  candidate,  must  be  made  to  the 
Membership  Committee.  Such  communica- 
tions must  and  shall  be  treated  as  strictiy 
contidential. 

(Xn.)   ENTRANCE  FEE  AND  SUBSCRIPTION. 

The  entrance  fee  for  Full  Membership 
payable  on  admission  to  the  Club  shall  be 
$25,  and  the  annual  subscription  shall  be  $36 
Provided,  however,  that  persons  seeking  to  be 
admitted  to  iull  membership  to  the  Club, 
who  reside  tive  miles  or  upwards  from  Sydney, 
may  become  (after  being  duly  elected)  en- 
titled to  full  membership  of  the  Club  upon 
paying  the  regular  entrance  fee  and  the  first 
quarterly  instalment  of  the  annual  subscrip- 
tion of  $15.00. 

Non-Resident  Privileged  Members  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  an  entrance  fee,  but 
shall  pay  the  annual  subscription  of  $15.00. 

Gentlemen  residing  in  Sydney  for  an  in- 
definite period,  W'ho  shall  satisfy  the  Com- 
mittee that  their  residence  in  the  city  is 
temporary  and  precarious  and  liable  to  be 
terminated  by  the  occurrence  of  circumstances 
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bej^ond  their  control,  may  be  electee!  as 
Resident  Privileged  Members  without 
payment  of  entrance  fee,  but  subject  to  an 
annual  subscription  fee  of  $40.00,  payable 
quarterly,  and  also  subject  to  the  constitution 
and  regulations  of  the  Club  generally;  and, 
after  having  paid  their  quarterly  subscription 
in  advance,  but  in  no  case  before,  they  will 
be  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
except  that  of  being  members  of  the  Com- 
mittees or  voting  in  any  way  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Club. 

Junior  Membership  may  also  be  granted 
by  the  Committee  to  gentlemen  of  the  age 
from  18  to  22  without  payment  of  an  en- 
trance fee,  but  subject  to  the  payment  in 
advance  of  an  annual  subscription  fee  of 
$15.00,  and  subject  also  to  the  like  restric- 
tions as  hereinbefore  set  forth.  But  when 
any  junior  member  arrives  at  the  age  of  22 
he  shall  pay  the  regular  entrance  fee  and 
become  a  full  member  (if  he  is  not  qualified 
for  privileged  membership)  or  lie  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Club  of  any  kind.  In 
proposing  any  person  for  junior  membership 
the  proposer  shall  state  his  age  and  birthday. 
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Associate  Memi^ers  shall  not  bc^  required 
to  pay  an  entrance  lee,  but  shall  be  required 
to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  $5.00. 

Members  elected  after  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary are  only  required  to  pay  pro  rata  the 
annual  subscription  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year  for  which  they  may  be  elected.  All 
subscriptions  shall  be  payab'e  quarterly  in 
advance  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  respectively  of  each  year, 
after  which  days,  no  notice  of  withdrawal 
shall  exempt  retiring  members  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  quarters  subscriptions. 

(XIIL)     NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

No  new  member  shall  be  admitted  to 
enjoy  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Club  until 
he  shall  have  paid  his  entrance  fee  and  sub- 
scription. Should  a  new  member  not  pay 
his  entrance  fee,  and  tirst  quarters  subscrip- 
tion within  three  months  from  his  admission 
into  the  Club,  the  Secretary  shall  report  the 
circumstances  to  the  Executiv^e  Committee 
who  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  erased  from 
the  list  of  members,  unless  he  can  justify  the 
delay  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Executive 
Committee.     Immediately  after  the  conclu- 
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sion  of  each  quarter  all  members  in  arrears 
for  subscriptions  for  such  quarter  shall  be 
notitied  and  their  names  posted  in  the  Club. 
If  such  arrears  are  not  paid  within  Two  weeks 
from  the  date  of  such  posting  the  persons  so 
posted  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Club, 
and  tl  e  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  give  such 
persons  notice  to  that  etfect  in  writing,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  reinstate  such 
persons  into  meuibership  of  the  Ciub  if  good 
cause  is  shown.  At  the  beginning  of  eacb 
quarter  a  notice  that  current  subscriptions 
are  due  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  Chib  room  for  the  information  of 
members. 

(XIV.)     PRIVILEGED  MEMBERS. 

Persons  residing  outside  the  radius  of  five 
miles  from  Sydney,  may,  after  their  election, 
be  considered  as  privileged  members.  All 
privileged  members  shall  be  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Club,  and  after 
having  paid  their  first  quarter's  subscription, 
they  shall  be  admitted  to  all  the  advantages 
of  the  Club  except  that  of  being  elected 
members  of  the  Committees  or  voting  in  any 
way  in  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 
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(XV.)   ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS. 

Persons  residing  in  Sydney  may  be  elected 
Associate  Members  of  the  Club.  Tiiey  shall 
pay  a  subscription  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per 
annum.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of 
the  Chib  wharf  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
have  their  yachts  enrolled  in  the  Club's 
register,  and  to  sail  in  the  Club  races,  but 
they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  other 
privileges  of  the  Club. 

(XVL)  honorary  MEMBERS. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any 
meeting  have  the  power  to  admit  as  honorary 
members  any  gentlemen  to  whom  it  seems 
proper  to  ofier  such  a  compliment.  Such 
honorary  members  shall  pay  no  entrance  fee 
or  subscription. 

(XVIL)  VISITORS, 

No  person  residing  within  the  County  of 
Cape  Breton  shall  be  eligible  for  introduc- 
tion as  a  visitor.  Any  member  in  good 
standing  may  introduce  a  friend,  providing 
he  is  not  a  resident  of  the  County,  to  whom 
a  card  may  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  extend- 
ing him  the  privileges  of  the  Club  for  a  period 
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of  fourteen  days,  and  this  privilege  may  be 
extended  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  a  further  period  of  six  months 
or  any  part  thereof  on  payment  of  five  dollars 
per  month.  But  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  extend  the  privileges  for 
a  like  period  of  fourteen  days  without  payment 
therefor.  A  visitor's  book  for  recording  the 
names  of  gentlemen  introduced,  either  tem- 
porarily or  as  enjoying  the  fourteen  days' 
privileges,  and  by  whom  introduced  shall  be 
kept  in  the  Club.  No  visitor  shall  be  intro- 
duced more  than  twice  within  a  period  of  six 
months,  and  no  member  shall  introduce  more 
than  four  friends  at  the  same  time. 

(XVIII  )  DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  to  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club  to 
the  officers  of  His  Majesty's  Navy,  or  of  any 
foreign  power  visiting  the  port  of  Sydney, 
or  to  any  strangers  of  distinguished  rank  or 
position  visiting  the  city. 

(XIX.)  POLITICS  AND  RELIGION. 

The  discussion   of  pohtics  and  religious 
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questions  of  ev^ery  description  shall  be  barred 
from  discussion  in  the  Club. 

(XX.)   EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  infraction  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Club  shall  be  taken  immediate  cog- 
nizance of  by  the  House  Committee  ;  and  in 
case  the  conduct  of  any  member  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Executive  Conniiittee,  or  of 
any  twenty  members,  be  injurious  to  the 
character  and  interests  of  the  Club,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to 
recommend  such  a  member  to  resign  ;  and  if 
the  member  so  recommended  refuse  to  resign, 
then  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
authorized  to  suspend  him  from  the  privileges 
of  the  Club,  until  his  conduct  shall  have  been 
investigated  and  decided  on  by  a  Special 
General  Meeting,  to  be  convened  for  that 
purpose  upon  a  requisition  of  twenty  mem- 
bers as  provided  by  Rule  2  ;  and  whenever 
any  circumstances  shall  occur  likely  to  en- 
danger the  welfare  and  good  order  of  the 
Club,  or  whenever  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  think  it  expedient  to  submit  the  con- 
duct of  any  member  to  the  judgment  of  a 
general  meeting,  the  Committee  shall  summon 
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a  Special  General  Meetintr,  giving  fourteen 
days'  notice  thereof;  and  in  the  event  of  it 
being  voted  at  that  meeting,  that  the  name 
of  any  member  should  be  removed  from  the 
Club,  then  in  that  case  the  subscription  of 
such  member  for  the  current  quarter  shall  be 
returned,  and  he  shall  cease  to  belong  to  the 
Club.  But  at  such  general  meeting  it  may 
be  voted  that  the  offending  member  be  sus- 
pended or  fined,  and  in  the  event  of  his  not 
paying  his  fine  within  the  time  to  be  fixed, 
that  he  be  suspended  or  expelled  ;  or  the 
meeting  may  pass  such  other  resolution  as 
they  may  deem  suitable  with  the  provision 
that  failure  to  obey  the  same  maj^  be  punished 
by  fine,  suspension  or  expulsion.  No  resolu- 
tion except  to  adjourn  for  a  day  to  be  fixed 
shall  be  adopted  by  any  meeting  called  under 
this  section,  unless  thirty-five  members  are 
present,  and  no  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be 
passed  unless  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  per- 
sons present  vote  in  its  favor. 

(XXI.)  RETIREMENT  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  w^hose  dues  are  all  paid  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  Club,  on 
his  written  application  to  that  etiect,  sent  in 
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to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive 
Committee  are  authorized  in  their  discretion 
to  re-admit  to  the  Club  on  such  pecuniary 
terms  as  they  may  consider  right,  such  lull 
members  as  may  have  resigned  their  member- 
ship from  any  cause  and  wish  to  re-join  the 
institution. 

(XXII.)  RETIRING  TO  FORFEIT  ALL  RIGHTS. 

Any  member  who  shall  withdraw,  resign  or 
be  expelled  or  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Club,  shall  forfeit  '^ipso  facto,"  all  right 
to  claim  therein,  or  in  or  to  its  property  or 
funds  ;  and  any  member  who  shall  be  expelled, 
shall  for  ever  thereafter  be  ineligible  to  be  re- 
admitted as  a  member  of  the  Club. 

(XXIII.)   RULES  TO  BE  PRINTED. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be 
printed  and  a  copy  of  them,  together  with  a 
list  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
delivered  to  every  member  of  the  Club,  or 
transmitted  to  his  address,  and  thenceforth 
become  binding  upon  every  member  of  the 
Ciub  ;  but  no  member  shall  be  absolved  from 
the  effect  of  these  Rules  on  any  allegation  of 
not  having  received  them. 
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(XXIV.)  AMENDMENT  OF  RULES. 

These  by^e-laws  may  be  amended  or  altered 
and  new  bye -laws  may  be  passed  at  any 
Annual  Meeting  or  at  smy  Special  General 
Meeting  of  the  Club,  called  for  that  purpose. 
But  no  such  amendment,  alteration  or  addi- 
tion shall  be  made  unless  the  text  of  such 
amendment,  alteration  or  addition  has  been 
posted  in  the  Club  for  at  least  one  month 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  or  the  Special 
General  Meeting  called  for  considering  the 
same.  The  text  of  the  amendment,  alteration 
or  addition  which  it  is  proposed  to  bring 
forward,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  at 
least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  at  which 
it  is  to  be  considered. 


1bou6e  IReauIatione. 


The  following  regulations  will  be  in  force 
in  the  Billiard  Room  : — 

The  game  of  Pool  shall  have  choice  and 
take  precedence  over  Billiards  and  Pyramids, 
and  may  be  played  in  consecutive  games. 

For  Billiards  the  table  can  only  be  engaged 
for  one  game  of  fifty  or  one  hundred  points, 
and  for  Pyramids  of  one,  two  or  three  games 
of  fifteen  balls  each. 

The  charges  will  be  as  follows  :  Pool,  five 
cents  per  ball  ;   stars  five  cents  extra. 

Billiards  ten  cents  a  game  of  fifty  ;  twenty 
cents  for  a  game  of  one  hundred  points  ; 
thirty-five  cents  for  a  game  of  two  hundred 
points. 

Pyramids  one  cent  per  ball  ;  two  consecu- 
tive games  twenty-five  c^nts. 

Other  games,  by  the  hiur,  Hfty  cents.  No 
stakes  will  be  permitted  in  any  game  of  Pool 
or  Billiards  beyond  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents. 
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Rule  1.  Sitting  or  lying  on  the  tables  is 
strictly  prohibited  under  any  circumstances. 

Rule  2.  Lighted  cigars  or  cigarettes  must 
not  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Rule  3.  A  tine  of  $5  will  be  imposed  on 
any  member  cutting  the  cloth,  and  mem- 
bers introducing  friends  will  be  responsible 
for  any  damage  done  by  them  in  this  respect. 

Rule  4.  Coins  must  not  be  thrown  on 
the  table. 

Rule  5.  All  games  of  Billiards  must  stop 
at  the  Club's  closing  hour,  ami  all  unfinished 
games  paid  for  as  full  games. 

The  charge  for  cards  will  be  tive  cents  per 
sitting. 

AH  cards  will  be  supplied  by  the  Club. 
Second  hand  cards  may  be  bought  from  the 
Steward. 

Players  to  have  the  privilege  of  cutting  in 
after  each  rubber,  six  players  to  form' a  com- 
plete table. 

In  any  game  of  cards  played  the  betting 
limit  shall  not  exceed  twenty-tive  cents 
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No  game  of  cards  shall  ba  allowed  to  be 
started  within  tw^enty  minutes  of  the  Clubs' 
closing  hour. 

/Iftiecellaneous. 

Smoking  will  be  permitted  in  all  the  Club 
rooms. 

No  member,  except  on  special  duty,  will  be 
allowed  to  go  into  the  apartments  apportioned 
for  the  use  of  the  servants  of  the  Club. 

Strangers  calling  to  see  members  of  the 
Club  will  be  shown  into  the  reception  room, 
or  other  room  set  apart  by  the  Committee  for 
that  purpose,  and  intimation  of  their  arrival 
sent  to  the  member  inquired  for,  if  in  the 
house. 

No  officer  or  servant  shall  receive,  under 
penalty  of  dismissal  any  present  whatever 
from  the  members,  guests  or  tradesmen!  of 
the  Club. 

Articles  of  glass,  earthenware,  &c.,  w^hich 
may  be  broken  by  members,  in  any  part  of 
the  Club  House,  shall  be  paid  for  by  them  at 
prices  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee. 

No  servant  of  the  Club  shall  be  sent  out  of 
the  house  on  any  errand  or  pretence  whatever, 
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unless  upon  Club  business  by  the  Steward 
Secretary  or  member  of  the  Committee. 

No  pamphlet,  advertisement  or  notice  of 
any  kind  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  or  put  up 
in  the  Club  House  by  a  member  without  the 
consent  of  the  Committee.  Any  pamplilet 
which  it  may  be  wished  to  make  known  to 
the  Club  shall  be  sent  to  the  Committee  for 
approval. 

No  visitor  younger  than  eighteen  years  of 
age  shall  be  brought  into  the  Club  House  by 
any  member. 

No  member  or  visitor  shall  bring  a  dog  or 
allow  a  dog  owned  by  him  to  come  into  the 
Club  House. 

Special  social  days  may  be  arranged  by  the 
House  Committee  which  shall  not  be  subject 
to  these  rules  as  to  exclusion,  except  that 
children  under  ten  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  at  any  time.

WHEREAS  We  deem  it  expedient  that 
the  Members  of  the  Cape  Breton  Yacht 
Club,  being  natural  born  or  naturalized  British 
Subjects,  should  be  permitted  to  wear  on 
board  their  respective  vessels  the  Blue  Ensign 
of  His  Majesty's  Fleet,  on  the  following 
conditions  : — 

We  do  therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  power 
and  authority  vested  in  Us,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  73rd  Section  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act,  1894,  hereby  Warrant  and 
authorise  the  Blue  Ensign  of  His  Majesty,s 
Fleet  to  be  worn  on  board  the  respective 
vessels  belonging  to  the  Cape  Breton 
Yacht  Club,  and  to  Members  of  such  Yacht 
Club,   being  natural    born    or  naturalized 


British  Subjects,  accordingly,  subject  to  the 
toIJowing  conditions  : — 

1.  Every  vessel  belonging  to  the 
Cape  Breton  Yacht  Club,  in  order 
to  be  eHgible  to  wear  the  Ensign 
authorised  bj^  this  Warrant,  shall 
have  been  registered  as  a  British 
Vessel  in  accordance  with  the 
Merchant  Shipping  Act.  1894. 

2.  The  Ensign  shall  not,  without  Our 
authority  in  writing,  be  worn  on 
board  any  vessel  belonging  to  the 
Cape  Breton  Yacht  Club,  while 
such  vessel  is  lent,  on  hire  or  other- 
wise, to  any  person  not  being  a 
Member  of  the  Club,  or  who,  being 
a  Member  of  the  Club,  is  not  a 
natural  born  or  naturalized  British 
Subject.
